Family squabble 


The escalating exchange of accusations between Syria 
and Egypt, as evidenced by Monday's tough speech by Presi- 
dent Assad, must be viewed within the context of geography 
and intent. It is wrong for the observer to conclude that heated 
exchanges by Presidents Assad and Sadat portend inter-Arab 
discoid of the land and gravity that Israel likes to fonnent 
and the international news media like to dramatise. 

It is more realistic to view the current war of words 
between Syria and Egypt as a family quarrel about tactics, 
and not as an entrenched clan war over deep differences. The 
basic argument that has led to the past month's vitriol be- 
tween Syria and Egypt is over Egypt's signing of the Septem- 
ber 1975 Sinai disengagement agreement with Israel. This 
has effectively put Egypt temporarily out of the Middle East 
war-peace picture, something that Egypt planned in order to 
gain breathing space to tackle its domestic economic problems. 

At the same time, Syria and Jordan last year started 
making concrete progress on their phased movement towards 
Integration. This has upset the Egyptians, particularly when 
(they saw that both Syria and Jordan have been building deep 
political and economic ties with the Arab oil producers. The 
emergence in this. part of the Middle East of a political- 
military-economic. force spearheaded by Syria and Jordan, 
backed by the political, economic and military clout of the 
Arab Gulf states and aimed at forcing Israel's hand to come 
to terms on a settlement of the Palestinian dilemma in Pales- 
tine is something -that makes Egypt a bit edgy. 

But being edgy does not mean totally losing one’s reason- 
ed determination to make Israel face up to the realities of 
peacemaking in the Middle East. Syria and Jordan and other 
Arabs are irritated by Egypt’s Sinai agreement because this 
has sidelined the key geographic factor of Egypt in the con- 
frontation with Israel, particularly at a time when Israel is 
showing its internal weaknesses and national contradictions. 

President Sadat for his part maintains that his secret 
agreements with the United States will bear fruit in the near 
future, as the U.S. has committed itself to bringing the Pa- 
lestinians into the Middle East peace picture, an altogether 
welcomed display of American enlightenment if it Is true and 
imminent. 

The Syrians and the Egyptians are now moving on dif- 
ferent sideroads on their path to the same objective. It is not 
very surprising if one thinks the other has taken the wrong 
road when in reality what each country may be doing is 
simply taking a short detour, only to meet up again at the 
final destination. 

Time, that subtle sanctifier of all things, will prove that 
family squabbles are to be viewed with due attention, but not 
with rabid, wiki worry about magnified but essentially mana- 
geable differences.

In its commentary Tuesday, 
A1 Ra’i said that Jordan, is, of 
course, in need of development 
and the promotion of its own 
capabilities among countries se- 
arching for markets and mutu- 
al industrial cooperation. But, 
Jordan is, first of all, an integ- 
ral part of the Arab nation; it 
develops in the shadow of pe- 
ace based on justice, and grows 
with the growth of the Arab na- 
tion. 

'This concept,” continued the 
paper, "was conveyed by King 
Hussein in his farewell speech 
on the eve of his departure 
from his Australian visit, des- 
pite the fact that King Hus- 
sein’s mission there, was pri- 
marily to draw a bright, pro- 
mising picture of our economic 
reality and aspirations, and to 
invite technology and invest- 
ment to participate in the pro- 
motion of Jordan's reality and 
outlook.” 

The King, said the paper, 
made it dear that the Israeli 
aggression of 1967 had halted 
the motion of the first seven- 
year development plan. And, 
despite the momentum of our 
five-year plan, and our indus- 
trial, agricultural and metallu- 
rgical accomplishments, we ax$ 
bound to face the same shock 
if another war breaks out, be- 
cause if is our destiny to con- 
front aggression and to fight 
for the realisation of the rights 
of the Palestinian people, their 
freedom and self-determination . 

Commenting on President As- 
sad’s speech commemorating 
the March 8, revolution, Ad 
Dustour said that in his review 
of the situation in the area, it 


was natural that the Syrian he- 
ad of state should touch on Sy- 
rian-Egyptian relations. His spe- 
ech, which was characterised 
by objectivity, implied that the 
initiation of dialogue Between 
Damascus and Cairo was not 
impossible... On the other hand, 
continued the paper, it is the 
right of Syria to elicit appreci- 
ation from every Arab for its 
heroic sacrifices, and honour- 
able steadfastness, not to men- 
tion its military strength de- 
ployed over the battle front 

In its comment, Al Ahram of 
Cairo* indicated that President 
Sadat was preparing to visit 
four European countries — Fede- 
ral Germany, France, Italy and 
Yugoslavia, after his “succes- 
sful” visit to Saudi Arabia and 
the Gulf states. The paper not- 
ed that Egypt's relations with 
these European capitals have 
been strengthened and wiH be 
further cemented with Presi- 
dent Sadat’s impending visit. 

“Bonn,” said A1 Abram, “is 
sparing no effort to participate 
in some important projects that 
will help Egypt overcome its 
economic difficulties due to suc- 
cessive wars. Also Italy is very 
much interested in the re-open- 
ing of the Suez Canal for boos- 
ting its trade through the water- 
way.” The Egyptian daily consi- 
ders that, in its efforts to esta- 
blish peace in the area, based 
on justice and stability, Egypt 
is winning appreciation and ad- 
miration of all European lead- 
ers. They, therefore, would sei- 
ze every opportunity to trans- 
late these sentiments Into ac- 
tual contributions, the paper 
concluded.
